In Arizona, only providers who meet rigorous standards and produce
positive student outcomes are funded. Yavapai College Adult Education
and Camp Verde Adult Reading Program are the programs certified to
provide adult education throughout Yavapai County. The Arizona
Department of Education—Adult Education Services allocated $311,740 to

Yavapai County for adult education services for the Program Year 2010-2011.

are 18 years old and older. Of that number,
12% (21,133) lack a high school credential.

Yavapai County has been a leader in linking Adult Education and Workforce
Development services. Adult Education programs in Yavapai County received

over $287,000 in performance based incentive funding to integrate Adult Education
and Post-secondary training in the Allied Healthcare field. Lessons learned from
the Yavapai County model have been implemented in Arizona’s current statewide
initiative to build Adult Career Pathways in targeted industry sectors.
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SNAPSHOT: Adult Education in YAVAPAI County

B 27,923 students were enrolled in public pre-school through high school during the 2009-2010
school year. Yavapai County reported 8,159 public high school (Grades 9-12) students and a
dropout rate for grades 7-12 in 2007-2008 of 4%. ADE-AES served 255 people under the age = 1
of 25, of whom 84% (215) were between ages 16 and 21. "

B 70% of the adults in Yavapai County enrolling in Adult Education classes had reading, writing,
and/or math proficiency skills at eighth grade or below.

B 36% of adult learners in Yavapai County are between the ages of 25 and 44.
B 45% of adult learners in Yavapai County are employed.

B 12% (21,133) of the population 18 and over representing child-bearing and employment ages in Yavapai County have
less than a high school education. The 2003 National Assessment of Adult Literacy research confirms that the educational
attainment of the parents, particularly that of the mother, has a direct bearing on the educational achievement of a child.

B The U.S. Department of Labor-Bureau of Labor Statistics has determined the 2008 median annual earnings difference
between no diploma and a high school credential to be $8,580. The 457 individuals earning a GED. in Yavapai
County represent a potential increase in taxable income of approximately $3,921,060 per year.
